That all persons who now are or hereafter
may become members of the Wisconsin Baptist State Con- Created » body
vention, shall be and herehy are ordained, constituted, and *me™t*
declared to be a body politic and corporate, under the
name and style of the * Wisconsin Baptist State Conven-
tion,” and by that name they and their successors shall be
known in law, and shall be capable of suing and being
sued, of pleading and being impleaded, of answering and
being answered unto, of defending and being defended in
all suits, complaints, matters, causcs, courts, and places
whatsoever, both in law and equity, of acquiring by pur-
chase, gift, device, or otherwise, and of holding and con-
veying any real, personal, or mixed property, necessary,
Pproper, or expedient for the objcct of this incorporation :
Provided, That the amount of said estate shall not execed
the sum of ten thousand dollars.

Sec. 2. The said corporation shall have full power and
anthority to make and provide such by-laws, rules, ordi- Powers.
nances, and regulations, and the same to alter, amend, and
change, as to them from time to time shall seem needful or
Proper, touching the management and disposition of their
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funds, touching the rezular and special meetings of their
conventions and their board of managers, the election of
their officers, and tonching any other watter or thing ne-
cessary or expedient for the good overmment and promo-
tion of this incorporation, or which pertaing to the business
Proviso. and objects of the same: [’rowided, That such by-laws,
rules, ordinances, and regulations; are not repugnant to
the constitution or laws of this state or of the United
States.
